Large Revenue from Taxable A- 
musements 


Amusement places in Massachusetts 
never before enjoyed the patronage 
they are receiving at the present time 
nor has the increase over standard prices 
of the past seemed to have dimmed the 
ardor of pleasure seekers who, it is 
learned, from Collector: of Internal 
Revenue John J. Mitchell, will contri- 
bute to his office this year about one, 
million: dollars more than they did in 
1919, just for the war tax on admissions 
to theatres, dances, cabarets, exhibi- 
tions and similaf places. Should the 
present estimated figures for admis- 
sions be realized this vear the amount 
will double the collections of two years 
ago when over $2,000,000 was returned 
to the government. 

The steady increase in returns from 
amusements is attmbuted to many 
causes; increased attractions and = in- 
creased patronage’ at all’ places being 
accountable for the greater part. Thea- 
tre prices have inereased, a new basis of 
determining the tax to dances being 
made on the “established price” is in 
effect; a new basis of tax on club dues 
has increased this source of revenue in 
that it now embraces more classes of 
membership and a tax on cabarets, so 
called where any entertainment outside 
of instrumental music only is ollered, 
has shown a big: advance’ in recent 
months. 

The admissions and 
ment of this office has records of more 
than 2400 permanent places of amuse- 
ment in this state to which admissions 
are charged and in the course of a year 
receives returns from more than 90,000 
events, most of which are taxable. There 
are some that are not taxable and there 
are numerous organizations besieging 
us with applications for exemption. Be- 
fore exemption is allowed an organiza- 
tion, its by-laws and constitution must 
be read by one of the deputies in that 
department to see that it qualifies as a 
religious, educational or charitable in- 
stitution. In the course of a year they 
read about 1500 copies. 

With the beginning of the summer 
season Various seaside resorts and Fe= 
creation parks with numerous attrac- 
tions will open up other sources of reve- 
nue and we will have to canvass all of 
these places to see that they are listed 
by the office and that the taxes col- 
lected on admissions are properly re- 
turned to the government. 

Proprietors and managers of places 
where a war tax is levied on admis- 
sions, have been designated by the gov- 
ernment as temporary receivers of 
United States funds and the responsi- 
bility is upon them to keep proper rec- 
ord of tax collections and make returns 
to this office once a month. Persons 
collecting these taxes and knowingly ap- 
propriiting them to their own use are 
guilty of embezzlement and such fraud- 
ulemt appropriation of United States 
funds will be prosecuted vigorously.

The letter containing the matter for 
the “ad” for a “tilting or lap organ or 
melodeon” which appears in another 
coluinn, came from one who was famil- 
iar with Andover fifty years ago and 
remembers that at that time there were 
many old and interesting musical instru- 
ments in the town. “The Cutlers in 
West Parish had a handsome mahog- 
any plano, the Frances Holts another, 
George Clark in Abbott's Village on 
the hill, not far from the spring had a 
beautiful one antedating the others 
considerably. The Kingmans, Green 
street, long since removed to Haverhill, 
had an ancient organ, a sort of erude 
melodeon with no top or cover, the 
keyboard running through the center of 
the top and always exposed; the Cal- 
lahans a lap organ, Mears of Ballard- 
vale, a large antique organ, also the 
Grimshaws or Shaws, a tiny portable 
one supposedly brought from England; 
the Hollingsworths in Ballardvale, a 


large mahogany seraphine, the prede- 
cessor of the melodeon.” 

Many persons may not be familiar 
with the fact that the manufacture of 
Chickering pianos, was once an impor- 
tant) Andover industry. These were 
made in oa building on Essex street | 
which was located between the library 
and the old lumber yard. 


The interest which a hobby or the 
making of a collection muy add to every- 
day life was shown by Mr. Boutwell 
last “Tuesday evening at the meeting of 
the Natural Elistory Society when he 
exhibited a part of his large collection 
of Indian relics and told their story.
